INQUEST ON RAILWAY 
EMPLOYE. 


ssieindeiliintecenial 
TOOK POISON DURING FIT OF 
TEMPORARY INSANITY. 


Letters found on the body of a man 
identified as William J. Greene, of 11 Utality 
Gardens, Fairview, Dublin, who was dis- 
covered on a piece of waste ground at Clon- 
tard on Friday, were read at the inquest 
held on Saturday by Dr. Louis A. Byrne, 
City Coroner, at Jervis street Hospital. 

The deceased man had been employed as 
a storeman on the Great Northern Railway. 
Close to the body were found a whiskey 
bottle and a second bottle which had con- 
tained carbolic acid. On the body was found 
an envelope, on which was written: “ Let 
this be a lesson to everybody. (Good-bye, 
and God bless my girl—forgive. that 
she "gets anything found on me.—Bill.”’ 

On another sheet of paper was written: 
““One misfortune on top of another. What 
with’ mischief-making relations, things are ail 
gone to hell. The only one I leave behind 
1s the best girl in the world, my darling 
Gertie.’ | 

The message went on to say that three. 
letters would be found in the pocket of his 
brown coat—one for ‘‘ Gertie,” one for 
“ Alfie,” and one for his uncle, Mr. Richard 
Fitzelle, of 11 Utility Gardens. 

Evidence of identification was given by 
his uncles who said that the deceased man 
was aged about 38 years, and had resided 
with him for the last twenty vVears. On 
Friday evening he returned from work at 
about 5 o'clock, and left the house after tea. 
He heard him threaten to take his 
life. 

Replying to Sergeant Butler, witness said 
he knew nothing regarding the deceased 
man’s financia! position. 

Sergeant Butler—Did you tell the Guard 
who was making inguiries yesterday that he 
was in financial difficeulties’—I did not say 
that. I said that he was to be married in 
a fortnight, and that ithe expenses of the 
marriage were too much for him. I did not 
say that he was financially embarrassed. 

Guard Hickey gave evidence of finding the 
letters and bottles, which were produced. 

Mr. Johnston stated that the deceased, in 
company with the lady to whom he was 
engaged to be married, called at his house 
on the 29th of August. Greene was then in 
his usual health, and made no threat to take 
his life. 

The medical evidence was that death 
due to poisoning through drinking a corro- 
sive fluid such as carbolic acid. 

A verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence was returned. the Coroner adding 
that the act was committed during a fit of 
temporary insanity.

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HOW TO MAKE OLD FRIENDS 
LAST . LONGER. 


————s— 


EAR MARY,—I am writing in a garden, 
D with the sun shining and birds singing 
in a wood just across the hedge, but 
there is a nip in the air foretelling autumn, 
and the crimson rambler. roses are fading, 
their warm colour giving place to flowers of 
yeliow and orange—the autumn colours. ‘Lhere- 
fore, I have been reviewing my wardrobe to 
decide what can be renovated and altered for 
the coming months before I embark on new 
purchases, 

There are, to begin with, a couple of warm- 
ish frocks which served me well in early 
spring—one of repp and one of navy serge. 
The skirts are a trifle shiny at the back, and, 
since I always stick my elbows on the table 
when I am reading or writing, the sleeves are 
very shabby and worn. I have, however, hit 
on an excellent plan for making these old 
friends serve me a while longer. If you have 
similar frocks you may be interested. 


The Method. 


First cut your dress in two at the waist- 
line. Then rip the skirt and turn it; if it is 
wide enough, make a single flat pleat at each 
side. and add a narrow waist-band of silk or 
sateen in the same colour, with half an inch 
turned in at the top to take a narrow elastic. 
Next cut off the hem and bind the edge of 
your skirt with silk braid to match your 
material, 

Now for the top. Take out the sleeves. 
remove the collar and any other trimmings. 
You are then left with a kind of plain, sleeve- 
less jumper. Cut this right up the centre- 
front and convert it into a waisteoat. You 
may have it buttoning all down the front, or 
cut in a sloping V-shape to the waist-line, 
where it may be fastened with a single button 
or hook. “ Yet a third pattern is a loose 
bolero with neatly-rounded corners. You will 
find von have to widen the arm-holes a little, 
then bind all the raw edges with the braid 
you used for the skirt. Incidentally, I may 
add, I never bind seams in fairly heavy mate- 
rial, since if you just nick the rough edges 
the material will not fray. Treated in this 
way, the seams have no bulk at all.

Simple Recipes. 


Now, to turn from clothes to the kitchen, 
I shall pass om one or two very simple 
recipes given me by a first-class cook.

‘BUS FIRE VICTIM. 
INQUEST ADJOURNED FOR A 
FORTNIGHT. 


Dr. Louis A. Byrne, City Coroner, sitting 
with a jury, opened an Inguest on the body 
of Isobella Keating, of Reilly's terrace, 
Dolphin’s Barn, Dublin, who died from burns 
and injuries received when a ‘bus in which 
she and others were passengers caught 
fire at Cork street on Wednesday last. 

The inquest was adjourned for a fortnight 
to enable other people who are lying in 
various hospitals in the. city suffering from 
burns to attend 'and give evidence touching 
the accident. ' 

The Coroner outlined the circumstances as 
presented to him, and added that from the 
information given to him it was probable that 
there might be more deaths. Such, he hoped, 
might not be the case. 

Evidence of identification was given by 
Andrew Keating, a brother of the deceased 
girl

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW...

(From Our CoNMERCIAL Corresponpent.) 
The holiday season has now reached its 
peak so far as Lancashire is concerned, and 
it is unlikely that any. noticeable improve- 
ment will take place for another fortnight 
or Demand for bacon has quetened down 
considerably, and this has been followed by 
an all-round reduction of about 8s. for most 
cures, both in London and the North. It is 
hoped that the lower prices ruling will 
stimulate the demand. Production of butter 
is declining, and althongh the Danish official 
quotation has been advanced ten kroner this 
week-end, spot prices are still below those 
ruling last year. Irish creameries have ad- 
vanced in sympathy with Scandinavians, but 
New Zealand is now practically on a parity 
with Danish, and difficult to move at present 
rates. Demand for all classes of eggs is very 
satisfactory, and prices generally show an 
upward tendency. According to official 
returns arrivals of bacon during the month 
of July were only slightly heavier than those 
of a year ago, there being no very importan! 
change in the amounts received from the 
various sources. Imports from Denmark were 
21,000 tons, against 20,000 tons in July of 
last year, Receipts of hams were only 
slightly larger on the year, the United States 
and Canada both sending a little less: than 
at the corresponding period of last year, 
although there was an increased supply from 
‘other countries.” Receipts of butter were 
much the same as those of July, 1928. There 
were rather larger imports from most Conti- 
nental sources and also from New Zealand, 
but reduced supplies from the Irish Free State 
and Australia. Imports of cheese were a 
little larger than those in July of last year. 
Receipts from New Zealand rose from 4,300 
tons to 5,500 ions, but those from Canada 
declined by 900 tons to 4,300 tons. Arrivals 
of margarine, almost entirely from the Nether- 
lands, continued at a decidedly lower Jevel 
than in 1928. Imports of eggs were a little 
above those of a year ago. Arrivals from 
Denmark and Poland were each about as 
large again as in July, 19288, but most cther 
important sources sent reduced supplies. 
Imports of meat-in July were generally in 
excess of those of a year ago, the exceptions

The reasons 
for France requiring such a store of the metal 
have not been satisfactorily explained. 
Articles have appeared in the ¥rench Press to 
account for these abnorma] movements, but 
rome of them are not very convincing. That 
they are due to political considerations can- 
not be proved with any degree of ceftainty 
and this view is not generally credited, bui 
that they have created a perplexing monetary 
position is evident. It is considered in 
some quarters that action on the part 
of the Bank of England should net have 
been delayed so long, but evidently the 
authorities hoped that conditions would even- 
tually change for the better.

Jt is rather difficult, however 
writes Zhe Observer), to see how the Com 
mittee will find it possible to draw a line 
between those companies which are entitled 
to permission and those which should be put 
op probation, Decisions must necessarily be 
somewhat arbitrary. Once this is recognised, 
however, no doubt sufficient confidence will 
be felt by both investors and the market in 
the Committee to leave the matter in their 
hands. It is, however, a matter of some im- 
portance to subscribers to new issues to know 
whether there will be an immediate market 
in the shares they obtain. A _ considerable 
falling off in subscriptions would be inevitable 
in cases in which it was known that the 
shares’ were unsaleable for at least a year. 
We understand that in one or two cases 
already the Committee has exercised its right 
to refuse permission to deal until the first 
accounts are available. No doubt they are 
ustified in their decision, but it is rather 
ard luck on those who subscribed for the 
shares of the companies in question.

DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT 
NEARLY £10,000. 
eet 


One of the most disastrous fires that Newry 
has experienced for some years occurred on 
Saturday morning in the premises of Mr. 
Robert Davison, grocer and provision 
merchant, Hill street, and resulted in damage 
estimated at £10,000, or thereabouts. The 
fire, which originated in stores at the rear of 
the shop, spread to the business premises 
proper, and so serious at one period was the 
yutbreak that adjoining tenants considered it 
iivisable to remove some of their stock-in.- 
ade. The first intimation of anything being 
wrong was discovered by two young boys 
named McCartney, who occupied a bedrceem 
in Mill street overlooking the rear of the 
premises. ‘They at once roused their parents, 
and the alarm was given. Mr. and Mrs. 
Davison, who were sleeping above their shop, 
vere hastily paabened, as were also the 
tenants of the adjoining premises, while 
word was also sent to the Town Hall and the 
R.U.C. barracks in Canal street. The fire 
hrigade and police speedily turned out, and 

their arrival so serious did the outbreak 
seem that all efiorts were directed towards 
siving the adjoiming property. Several lines 

hose were laid on tom the canal, a short 
distance away. Nevertheless the fire spread 
with alarming rapidity, and soon Mr. 
Davison’s shop was involved,

grocers and provision merchants ‘Ss. 
MecAnulty, ladies’ outfitters; “Mr. Boyle, 
icencee, and Mrs. McKnight, hardware 
merchant, Mill street, and at one period the 
cravest fears were entertained for their 
safety. Fortunately the brigade, aided by 
the police and civilians, were, after three 
hours’ hard work, able to get the mastery of 
the flames,” whilst another section of the 
brigade attacked the outbreak in the shop 
itvelf, The latter, however, burned so fiercely 
that nothing could be saved, and even the 
premises above suffered considerably. It was 
until: almost 5 o'clock that complete 
of the situation was obtained, by 
which time damage estimated at between 
£8,000 and £10, had been done, apart 
altogether from the consequential loss sus- 
tained by the adjoining buildings. 

The origin of the fire, which is stated to 
have started in a store, is unknown. The 
premises were insured to the extent, it is 
said, of £6,000, but the loss to all the parties 
involved runs into several thousands more. 

The safe in Mr. Davison’s premises re 
mained intact despite the great heat.

He hoped that that would not 
he the case in three years’ time. 

Mr. H. O'Neill, V.8., said that, so far, 
167,000 sheep had been dipped in the county. 
The new regulations were working very 
satisfactorily, and the districts were becom- 
ing cleaned up, and there were very few 
defaulters. There would soon be 86 dipping 
baths in the county, 

It was decided to advertise certain fairs 
in the county with the object of bringing 
buvers from the Midlands.

LAND ANNUITIES. 
Fhosshaiil 
MR. LEMASS'S SPEECH IN 
ATHLONE. 


No guestion. in recent years has aroused 
such keen interest amongst people as that 
of Ireland's right to retain land auunities, 
declared Mr. 8. Lemass, T.D. at a largely 
attended meeting in Athlone yesterday. The 
Fianna Fail offices, he said, were being 
bombarded every day with requests for 
literature on ‘the subject, and support for 
the case was forthcoming from the most 
unexpected quarters. Recently several! 
branches of the Farmers’ Union had come 
en masse over to Fianna Fail to voice their 
dissatisfaction at the attitude of the so- 
called Farmers’ Party on that. issue alone. 
Although the Labour Party in the Dail 
officially voted for senditig ‘the money to 
England, there were now members of | that 
party, in the Dail and out of it, whe wore 
publicly advocating the retention of the 
money at home. 

There could be no doubt,. he said, that 
the Government would be beaten on that 
single issue if and when it goes to the 
people. The sooner’ it was settled the 
better, as the loss of three millions a year 
was much more than the country could 
stand. If Mr. Blythe had one half the 
courage and firmness of Mr. Snowden, Ire- 
land’s claim to retain the annuities would 
have ‘been successfully asserted long ago.

When interviewed 
hy a Lr-gan pressman he was busily en- 
gaged loading hay on his cart. ‘‘ Mark,”’ as 
he is familiarly called, is m possession of all 
his faculties, and. in addition, he is able to 
hear plainly and can read without the aid of 
glasses. His daughter and he do all the 
work on his comfortable farm of ten acres. 
The old man attributes his long life to hard 
work and moderation in all things. He does 
not smoke, but occasionally enjoys a social 
é glass.” He remembers the famine of 1847, 
and can quote many of the old ballads relat- 
ing to the Crimean War. He remarked that 
he has got out of touch with the younger 
generation. 


FINTONA WATER SUPPLY.

The Goeben. 


Tf one ship during the Great War com- 
manded public attention above all others, 
that vessel was the Goeben. Its escape 
from the Straits of Messina to the 
Dardanelles provided one of the greatest 
thrills of that thrilling period, and its 
acquisition by Turkey has been cited by 
many experts as being the determining 
factor which brought the Ottoman Empire 
into the war on the side of the: Central 
Powers. It seems that the Gceben, re- 
named by its Turkish owners the Sultan 
Yawuz Selim, is about to be re-launched.

According 
to the reports of those days, it was 
torpedoed with a regularity that became 
almost. monotonous; yet, like Mr. Fair- 
banks on the film, it has remained in- 
destructible.

Hop-pickers. 


Those who remember the shocking con- 
ditions that used to disgrace the home 
counties during the hop-picking season 
will welcome. the news that improved 
dwellings have. been prepared for the 
workers. This season’s crop is reported 
to be large, and the usual welter of out- 
of-work humanity will be disgorged from 
the Metropolis into the hop gardens. 
Many people do not realise that hop- 
picking spells to the casual Jabourer very 
much what a rubber boom means to the 
dabbler in stocks and shares. The fact 
that wages, in many cases, are not paid 
in full until the whole garden has been 
picked means that the family returns to 
London possessed of a comparatively large 
sum of money. Most farmers employ the 
same families year after year, and it is 
usual in slum districts for persons who 
have no children of their own to borrow 
thosé of their neighbours in order that 
the weekly “tally’’ may not suffer. -For 
many years the outlook of the hop-picker 
has been governed solely by the weather. 
If there is no rain, he or she enjoys 4 
pleasant holiday in the country under pic- 
nic conditions, and a good night s sleep 
is assured ás much by the smell of the 
hops as by the day's work. Indeed, many 
doctors recommend a pillow stuffed with 
hops as a cure for insomnia. In wet 
weather, however, the picker’s lot is 
wretched. Huts, not altogether dissimilar 
from pig-styes, with a leaking roof, are his 
only shelter. The ground outside is trodden 
into a slough by. the members of the 
encampment, who may number as many 
as one hundred people. All food must be 
brought from the. neighbouring village, 
which, as often as not, is a mile or more 
dway.. Jack London underwent the 
experience and recorded it in his 
“ People of the’ Abyss.” In recent years 
many movements have been started to 
better the: conditions of the -hop-picker. 
Much still remains to be accomplished, 
and every effort, however small, deserves 
the support of all who care for the welfare 


of their fellow-men.

ECCLESIASTICAL ART 
EXHIBITION. 


While Dublin s Civic Week proper will not 


,be formally opened until the end of the week, 


one feature will be open to the public from 
to-day. This is the Exhibition of Ecclesias- 
tical Art at the Metropolitan School of Art, 
which will be opened by the (Governor. 
General at ó o'clock, This exhibition is an 
attempt to show what sort of material is 
available for the furnishing and decorating 
of our churches, and, wit the help of 
exhibits lent by the Museum, to what extent 
such furnishing may be made real works of 
art. The principal firms of Dublin and the 
individual art workers were invited to send 
to this exhibition, and, if it is not as really 
representative as it might be, it is to some 
extent due. to the fact that most work is 
done on commission and despatched as soon 
as it is completed, and is not then available 
for exhibition purposes, and can only be re- 
presented by photographs, such as those of 
the very remarkable set of “Stations ’”’ 
painted by Mr. John Keating for Clon- 
gowes, the fine memorial to the late 
Archbishop Walsh, designed by Mr. J. 1. 
Robinson and carved by Mr. Albert Power; 
the highly. successful experiment in church 
architecture at Killester, el designs by Mr. 
J. J. Robinson. 

But the promoters of the exhibition have 
been fortunate in being able to get some 
beautiful stained glass from Messrs. .J. 
Clarke and Sons, from Messrs, Early and from 
the Co-operative Society of the “Tower of 
Glass.” Messrs. T. R. Scott and Company 
have sent some excellent woodwork: an oak 
altar table, an oak pulpit, etc.; and the 
Grange Furniture Industry sends from 
Enniscorthy examples of simple church fur. 
niture, carried out in good material and m 
good taste.

MR. MACDONALD MAY 
MAKE AN ANNOUNCEMENT. 
From lieutrer’s Spaciat CORRESPONDENT. 

GENEVA, Saturday. 

The probability that in his speech to 
the Assembly. next week the Prime 
Minister (Mr. Ramsay Macdonald) will 
make a very important announcement in 
regard to the results of the Anglo- 
American naval disarmament’ conversa- 
tions and Great Britain’s attitude towards 
the signing of the optional clause was 
foreshadowed by Mr. Arthur Henderson, 
the Foreign Secretary, this afternoon, in 
the course of an interview with interna- 
tional journalists. 

Referring’ to the conversations between 
Mr. Macdonald-and General’ Dawes, Mr. 
Henderson said: ‘‘ Whether these con- 
versaticns have reached the stage—as I 
hope they have—which will enable the 
Prime Minister in his speech to the 
Assembly to make a bold and important 
announcement on this subject, you must 
wait and see. But I can assure you that 
when we committed ourselves to some of 
these great questions in the King’s 
Speech we did so with the full deter- 
mination to do everything, as far as one 
Government could do it, to give effect both 
to the general principles of arbitration 
and to a world scheme of disarmament. 

“H the conversations which have been 
going on, and the efforts to secure an 
understanding between the United States 
and our Government succeed, as I believe 
they will, this may result in an early 
Five-Power Naval Conference. And if 
the decisions of that conference are 
passed on to the Preparatory Commission 
of the League on Disarmamént, I believe 
we will probably then be taking more 
definite steps to deal more effectively with 
the disarmament programme than any 
steps which have hitherto been taken.”’

THE OPTIONAL CLAUSE 


DOMINIONS’ VIEWS. 
The Special Correspondent of Zhe Timee 
at Geneva telegraphed yesterday :—Unce 
again statesmen and journalists, politicians 
and diplomatists, experts, secretaries and 
typists are pouring into Geneva for. the meet- 
ing. of the Assembly of the League ol 
Nations.

Australia and 
New Zealand hold emphatically that reser- 
vations are necessary for the exclusion from 
the jurisdiction of the Court of Disputes 
relating either to inter-jmperial affairs or to 
questions—such as immigration—which they, 
themselves, consider to be of a domestic 
nature. But the Irish Free State and the 
Union of South Africa are understood to de- 
sire to sign the optional clause without any 
reservations. 

I understand that representations have also 
been made to the Prime Minister. by the 
Admiralty on the possible application oí com- 
pulsory arbitration to maritime law, and more 
particularly to the British view of the right 
of search, and that his notice has also. been 
drawn to the possible complications in 
different parts of the British Colonial Empire 
and in. places like Egypt, where British 
power has grown up without any codified 
legal basis.

A BOISTEROUS RECEPTION. 
Mr. Philip Snowden arrived in Eng- 
land yesterday morning from The Hague, 
landing at .Parkeston quay, Harwich, 
from ,the L.N.E.R. steamship Vienna. 
The boat was over an hour late, and it 
was past seven o'clock when she appeared 
out of the mist and came alongside the 
quay. Mr. Snowden, looking remarkably 
well, was almost the last to leave, with 
Mrs. Snowden,’ having posed for photo- 
graphers before leaving the ship. Mr. 
Snowden quietly swung himself down the 
gangway, and at the bottom he took his 
seat in a chair in obediénce to the demands 
of a clamorous crowd, and was carried to 
the platform amidst cheers. 

The welcome home was a-boisterous one, 
and there were shouts of “Gold Old 
Phil” and “Well Done Phil,” while 
workmen on the” quaysides raised their 
hats and joined in the chéering. Mr. 
Snowden smiled his acknowledzments, but 
before reaching the platform he insisted 
on walking to.the waiting Pullman on the 
arm of Mrs. Snowden, who was carrying 
a bouquet of yellow roses. Mr. Snowden 
walked through a large cheering crowd to 
his reserved compartment, and cries of 
“Bravo Phil” were raised. He refused 
to be infterviewed on landing, and within 
half-an-hour of his arrival at Harwich his 
train had left for London. 


LONDON’S GREETING. 
As early as 7.30 a.m.—an hour before 
the train was due—a considerable crowd 
was waiting on the arrival platform at 
Liverpool street Station, London. 
A waiting group of friends and Govern- 
ment representatives stood by to welcome 
Mr. Snowden. The first to greet him was 
Lord Thomson, Secretary of State for Air, 
who stepped forward. and shook him 
warmly by. the hand. He was followed, 
among others, by Mr. Malcolm and Mr. 
Alistair Macdonald, the Prime N inister’s 
two sons; Mr. Vincent, representing the 
Prime Minister, and Mr. Shepheard, 
National Organiser of the Labour Party. 
Mrs.. Graham was also at the station to 
meet her husband. 
An. attempt by a party of men and 
women Communists to distribute leaflets 
before .Mr.. Snowden’s arrival failed 
ingloriously. The pamphicts described 
Mr. Snowden as the: “ war-maker,’’ and 
stated that the workers would pay for hi» 
victory. 
There were angry scenes when the 
crowd learned the nature of the leaficts. 
The pamphlets were used as missiles, and 
a section of the crowd seized a number of 
the distributors and frog-marched them 
out of the station. Afterwards, however, 
they returned and were even more 
roughly handled by the indignant public. 
One man had his bundle of pamphiets 
torn from his hands and scattered. He 
was rolled on the ground, and finally a 
number of anti-Communists sat on him 
and cheered until they were removed by 
the police. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S STATEMENT. 
The following statement was issued on 
behalf of Mr. Snowden and his delegation 
at the station :— 

“ We are glad to be back. It has been 
a strenuous time; but the Conference has 
realised our best hopes. The settlement 
of the reparations problem will give a 
feeling of security which is likely to help 
the economic reconstruction of Europe. 
“ The restoration of the political and 
economic sovereignty of Germany is one 
of the great achievements of the Confer- 
ence. Mr. Graham has been a tower of 
strength to the British Delegation, and 
the concessions he has secured in regard 
to deliveries in kind will very sub- 
stantially reduce the injury to British 
trade which these deliveries have done in 
the past. 

“ We have succeeded in all the essential 
points of our claims..

eess with regard to the evacuation ques- 
tion.

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FRENCH VISITORS 
TO IRELAND. 


ENGINEERING PARTY'S 
. IMPRESSIONS. 


The Consul-General of France in Dublin, 
M. Blanche, gave a dinner at the Jammet 
Restaurant, Dublin, on Saturday night to a 
number of well-known Dublin people and to 
a party of French engineers who are on a 
visit to the Irish Free State. 

GRATEFUL VISITORS. ! 

Monsieur Blanche, in proposing the toast 
of “Our Guests,” a that they were 
extremely grateful for the unfailing kind; "sa 
that they lad met with everywhere in }reland. 
it was, he thought, the first time that »«nung 
men representing a profession had visited Ire- 
land in recent years to study matters of pro- 
fessional interest to them, and it was only 
fitting that they should be citizens of France, 
which had such long associations with Ireland. 

During his years here he had watched the 
development of the country with great sym- 
pathy, and he was delighted to see the pro- 
gress that the Free State was making. 

' Mr. R. C. Ferguson, Department of Indus. 
try and Commerce, expressed his pleasure at 
the opportunity afforded him to welcome these 
young mon to Ireland. They were, indeed, 
welcome here. For very many years the Irish 
people had been on friendly terms with the 
French. During Ireland’s unhappy past many 
lrishmen of all classes had escaped to France 
and carved for themselves in the French ser- 
vice great careers. Some of the great names 
in French history were Irish in origin. Glory 
was associated with the names of Beaufort 
and Dillon, and he had himself met a French 
genera] named McCarthy. TIreland’s associa- 
tions with Brittany were even more intimate. 
but throughout our history there were few, if 
any, periods when we had not cause to be 
grateful for our friendship with France. 

THE ENGINEERING PROFESSION. 

Mr. E. E. Joynt, President of the Engineer- 
ing and Scientific Association, said that it 
was a very great honour and pleasure te 
meet their young French engineering friends, 
and he hoped that their visits would be more 
frequent in future. (Hear, hear.) Living 
as they did in an island that tended to be 
insular, sometimes they forgot that they were 
living in an island, and that they should be 
more in touch with the Continent. Their 
profession was above all little differemces that 
were superficial, if not artificial, The 
enginerring profession was something above 
all that: that ought to unite them all. He 
hoped that the French engineérs would go 
back quite satisfied with. their visit to. this 
country. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. M. J. Buckley (President of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers) expressed regret 
that he was unable to be present to welcome 
the French engineers on their arrival, but he 
did so now with all his heart. and he hoped 
that that was the first of a series of such 
happy meetings. (Applause.) 

VISITORS’ CONGRATULATIONS. 

Monsieur Chapot, Secretary of the 
Association of the Ecole des Mines, spoke of 
the admiration the French people had for the 
Irish pecple; an admiration that would 
strengthen as the two nations became more 
famahar with each other. In their short stay 
here they had seen some of the beauties of 
Irish scenery, a beauty that combined the 
charm of loveliness with the charm of the 
wild and bleak. The French people re- 
membered the many services rendered by the 
Irish to the French people. They remem- 
bered the fame they had won in the armies 
of Napoleon, and they would never forgot 
the EA “og and victories French and’ Irish 
soldiers had shared. He hoped to return to 
Ireland to see another stage in its rapid 
development. 

In proposing the toast of the “ [Irish Free 
State and its Prosperity,’’ he said that he 
hoped that they would contanue on the road 
of happiness and success that they had tia 
velled so rapidly so far. Ireland was not Ah 
young country, but its Government was 
young, and that made their congratulations 
all the warmer and more sincere. 

Mr. Monaghan, Chairman of the Irie) 
Centre of the Institution of Electrical Eng:- 
neers, said that those young engineers on 
their visit to Ireland that day were on tho 
verge of a new electrical era in this country 
and they hoped that the next time that they 
vame to this country it would be a pattern 
far Europe and the rest of the world in elec- 
tricity.

OMAGH WORKHOUSE 
MASTERSHIP. & 
MINISTRY REFUSE SANCTION 

OF GUARDIANS’ NOMINEE, 

A vigorous protest was made on Saturday 
by the Omagh Board of Guardians against 
the refusal of the Ministry of Home Affairs 
to sanction the appointment of Mr. Hugh 
Smyth as Master of the Workhouse. Mr. 
Smyth had been unanimously appointed to 
the position a month ago. 

Mr. J. J. Fyffe, J.P. (Chairman), presided 
at the meeting at which a letter was read 
from the Ministry of Home Affairs stating 
that they bad before them the proposal of 
the Guardians to appoint Mr. Hugh Smyth 
to the post of Master, and stating that a 
report had been received from the Ministry's 
Inspector, from which it appeared that Mr. | 
Smyth was not a suitable person for the post. 
He had no. knowledge of the method of keep. 
ing books, and from what the Inspector saw 
of him he considered that he was incapable 
of maintaining discipline in the institution. 

The Ministry's letter further said :—'' The 
state of affairs in this workhouse, as the 
Guardians should be aware, had been most 
unsatisfactory for some considerable time 
past. There had been apparently com- 
plete failure to maintain discipline 
among inmates, who, accordin to the 
Inspector’s report, wander at will wherever 
they please through the premises. No 
attempt was made at maintaining classifica- 
tion, and the premises themselves are exceed- 
ingly dirty and untidy. In the circumstances 
it should eve been obvious to the Guardians 
that a thoroughly capable man was required 
as Master, who cotild restore order and main- 
tain proper discipline throughout the estab- 
lishment, and the Ministry was surprised that 
the Guardians saw fit to appoint a man who 
possessed no qualifications whatever for this 
work. The Ministry was not prepared to 
sanction the appointment of Mr, Smyth, and 
requested the Guardians to readvertise the 
position with a view to obtaining the ser- 
vices of a-more suitable person for the post. 

The Chairman said he understood that the 
new Master was to have been given a three 
months’ trial to ascertain how he wculd do 
his work. He thought Mr. Smyth had done 
very well, for the short time he had been 
there, and should be allowed to cany on. 

It was decided to point out to the MN intstry 
that the new Master had not got a chance, 
that many important changes had been made 
Since he took up office four weeks ago, and 
that the Ministry be requested to give him a. 
fair trial by continuing him in office jor three 
months, 
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which during recent years the Mandate has 
been administered."’

“CRITICISMS OF THE

The annual demonstrations oí the Royal 
Black Preceptory were held throughout 
Northern Ireland on Saturday, and were 
attended by many thousands, who marched 
to the various meeting places with banners 
flying and bands playing. Rain fell during 
the morning, but had little effect on the 
enthusiasm of the members.

(3) We assure Lord Craigavon that he can 
rely on our loya) support in all lawful 
measures to preserve our right against the 
designs of the enemies of the province.

i BANBRIDGE MEETING. 

The Belfast members attended the gather- 
ing at Banbridge. Seventeen special trains 
were required to transport them and those 
who came from other districts. 

Colonel Sir William Allen, M.P., the 
principal spéaker, emphasised the necessity 
for preventing mawkish sentimentality taking 
the place of resolute government. Within 
their own memories, he said, they had seen 
and been compelled to accept the mandates 
of British Governments that had proved 
detrimental to local and Imperial interests. 
They had seen mawkish sentimentality take 
the place of resolute government, i 
seen it in Ireland, they had seen it in India; 
now thev saw it in Palestine. Murder, hluod- 
shed. disrespect’ for the rights of individuals 
had followed in the wake of such invertebrate 
government. 

At the moment. they saw Conservatives 
tumbling over one @ nother to congratulate Mr. 
Snowden on what thev called his firm stand 
te protect the British taxpayer. He doubted 
if Mr. Snewden was at all grateful for that 
aspect of his action. He knew the Chancel'or 
of the Exchequer, and when his Budget for 
1920-31 was opened the British taxpayer would 
find he had spoken too soon, and the paltry 
million and a half which had almost en- 
dangered the world’s peace would be an in- 
significant drop in the Lacket of the demands 
of a Socialist Chancellor of the Exchequer 
from the pockets of the British taxpsyer. 
He was not at all carried away by Mr. 
Snowden’s action; for the same Chancellor of 
the Exchequer could make a present of ‘en 
millions to the Free State without even 
adding one of his sardonic smiles. 

THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. Robert McBride, M.P., moving the 

first resolution, referred to the attitude 
adopted in the Irish Free State to the King. 
They wanted, he said, to have nothing to do 
with the King. They had oblitereted his 
name from their coins and official documents. 
They would not even at State functions sing 
“ God Save the King’’ or fly the Union Jack. 
What bigotry and intolerance! He supposed 
if he were a Roman Catholic King George 
would be hailed and t1éted, but because 
he was a Protestant he was taboo. 
Indeed, the Protestants in the South 
were being quietly—he was going to say 
Jesuitically—got rid of and if the decrease 
continued there would soon be very few of 
them left. It was ‘surely time that 
Protestants .wakened up to the intrigues 
and trickery and persecutién of Rome. 
Mr. J. EB. Gordon, M.P., moving the 
second resolution, congratulated them on the 
result of the recent general election in 
Northern Ireland, when the Liberals and 
Socialists received a smashing blow. 

CLERGYMAN AND EDUCATION. 

The Rev. Canon Kerr, B.D., Banbridge, 
supporting the third resolution, dealt with the 
education problem in the North. He said 
they welcomed the settlement which Loid 
Craigavon had offered. There was to be 
noticed in certain quarters an _ effort tv 
thwart that settlement. Those grumblers do 
not seem to realise that the course they 
urged went right against the Government's 
pledged word. Some of the opposition was 
due to those. who were no friends of the 
Northern Government or its ideals ; some of it 
came from good men who did not understand 
the issues involved, and what the Orangemen 
and the Protestant Churches asked for. 

As an Orangeman, speaking to Orangemen, 
he said that the conduct of the Armagh 
Regional Committee had been deplorable and 
intolerable, and was a flagrant example of the 
sort of misuse of power hep were determined 
to put an end to. 

DERRY AND FERMANAGH. 

They were determined that matters could 
not ' remain as they were at present’? when 
they saw parts of the country hke Derry 
and Fermanagh, where there was already, or 
might be quite possibly in the future a 
Roman Catholic majority, and no guarantee 
in existence that their Protestant schools 
might not fall under » Roman Catholic 
Regional Committees. That was why the 
Protestants of Derry City dare not take 
advantage of the Act by transferring their 
schools. (Hear, hear.) 

They could not “let matters remain as 
they were at present,” when many thousands 
of pounds of public money were granted 
annually by their Ministry of Education for 
the training of about 120 Roman Catholic 
teachers in Roman Catholic institutions, 
whilst no Protestant chutch wes allowed to 
have any direct representation on the Com- 
mittee that had diene of the training of 
teachers for their Protestant schools. 

The one Church was handed over its future 
teachers, with generous financial recompense. 
and allowed to mould them as it thought 
best to be efficient instructors in its tenets; 
the other Churches had no such privileges, 
und were shut out from even a share in the 
control of the college where the teachers of 
their children were being trained. Are the 
Orangemen and Protestants ‘of the six 
counties to go on submitting to that kind 
of monstrous injustice? (‘‘No.”’) If so, they 
were only fit to be kicked further. They 
had better burst their drums and furl, their 
banners. He was not saying ene word against 
the Roman Catholic Church stand up for 
its convietions about education.

There has been 
a considerable improvement during the last 
few days, but a very large number of motorists 
still act as if no tram strike existed—and we 
are supposed to be a courteous and kind- 
hearted people.

[ did not forget the question of insurance 
when writing my letter. If a motorist buys 
his policy over the counter, like a bottle of 
“ patent medicine,’’ or finds it in the pocket 
of his car as “part of the purchase,”’ no 
doubt he discovers, some time or other, that 
“passenger ” risk is not included. It is not, 
however, true that ‘‘ very few insurance com- 
anies cover passengers.'’ They can always 
ve covered at an extra premium, and any 
motorist who does not do so is either very 
foolishh or, when starting motoring, deliber- 
ately plans never to allow anyone in his car 
other than a member of his own immediate 
family. Let us be more sporting; it would 
really be worth while. 

May I say a few words about the daily 
' scrums '” at Burgh quay and D'Olier street, 
where the men rush the ‘buses, crushing the 
women and children out of their way? Since 
the beginning of the strike I have watched 
in vain for any condemnation by members 
of the nublic of disgraceful scenes which 
would not be allowed for a dav in any city 
across the Channel. You have deplored them 
in your columns; have Dublin citizens no 
civic pride or self-respect? One afternoon 
this week a tired woman, with baby and 
shopping parcels, reached Burgh quay before 
four o'clock for return home to far beyond 
the suburbs. At five-thirty a kind-hearted 
onlooker managed to rush her to a seat. For 
over one and-a-half hours that woman had 
tried to board every ‘bus bound for her 
destination. Une halted here, one there, and 
in the wild rush and scramble, she failed. At 
last she got her foot on the step, only to feel 


back, and to hear the cheering intimation that 
there were already ‘four standing.” She 
turned hopelessly away and burst into tears, 
A large proportion bf the score or so of 
people who had successfully rushed that "bus 
were men. .
